An  Aft  to  make  better  provision  for  the  preservation  of  ancient  and  historical  * 

• monuments  and  records  and  archaeological  sites  and  remains  (other  than* 
those  declared  to  be  of  national  importance)  in  the  State  of  Maharashtra, 
and  for  matters  connected  with  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  for  the  preservation  of  ancient 
and  historical  monuments  and  records  and  archaeological  sites  and  remains  (other 
than  those  declared  to  be  of  national  importance)  in  the  State  of  Maharashtra,  and 
for  matters  connected  with  the  purposes  aforesaid  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the 
Eleventh  Tear  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows : — . 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Maharashtra  Ancient  Monuments  and  Archaeo-  ou 
logical  Sites  and  Remains  Act,  i960.  ex^wd 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Maharashtra.  * 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date*  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  appoint, 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(1)  “ ancient  and  historical  monument  ” means  any  structure,  erection  or  monu- 
ment, or  any  tumulus  or  place  of  interment,  or  any  cave,  rook  sculpture,  inscription 
or  monolith,  which  is  of  historical,  archaeological  or  artistic  interest  and  which  lias 
been  in  existence  for  not  less  than  fifty  years,  and  includes — 

(a)  the  remains  of  such  monument, 

• (6)  the  site  of  such  monument,  • 

(e)  such  portion  of  land  adjoining  the  site  of  such  monument  as  may  be 
required  for  fencing  or  covering  in  or  otherwise  preserving  the  monument,  and 

(d)  the  means  of  access  to,  and  from,  and  convenient  inspection  of,  such 
monument ; 


Definition*.

reasonably  believed  to  contain  ruins  or  relics  of  historical  or  archaeological

by  the  State  Government  to  perform  all  or  any  of  the  functions  of  a Collector 
by  or  under  this  Act ; 

(6)  “ Director  ” means  the  officer  appointed  for  the  time  being  by  the  State 
Government  to  be  the  Director  of  Archives  and  Historical  Monuments,  and  includes 
any  office*  authorised  by  the  State  Government  to  perform  all  or  any  of  the 
functions  of  the  Director  by  or  under  this  Act; 

(7)  “maintain”  with  its  grammatical  variations  and  cognate  expressions,  includes 
fencing,  covering  in,  repairing,  restoring  and  cleansing  of  a protected  monument 
and  the  doing  of  any  act  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  preserving 
a protected  momment  or  of-securing  convenient  access  thereto  and  therefrom  ;

(S)  “ owner  ” includes — 

(a)  a joint  owner  invested  with  powers  of  management  on  behalf  of  himself 

and  other  joint  owners,  and  the  successor-in-tible  of  any  such  owner  ; and 
* (6)  any  man  igcr  or  trustee  exercising  powers  of  ma  n agement  and  th  e sufieessor- 

in-offica-of  any  such  manager  or  trustee  ; 

(g)  “ prescribed  ” means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act ; 

(10)  “ protected  area  ” means  any  archaeological  site  and  remains  which  is 
declared  to  be  a protected  area  by  or  under  this  Act ; 

(11)  “ protected  monument  ” tnea-ns  an  ancient  and  historical  monument 
which  is  deemed  to  be,  or  declared  to  be  , a protected  monument  by  or  under  this 
Act. 


Protected  Monuments. 

* 3.  All  ansient  and  historical  monuments  in  the  State  of  Maharashtra,  %hicl*before 
the  commencement  of  this  Act  have  been  declared  by  or  under  the  Ancient  Monu- 
•ments  Preservation  Act  to  be  protected  monuments,  and  have  not  been  declared  by 
or  under  any  law  made  by  Parliament  to  be  of  national  importance,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  protected  monuments  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  of 
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4.  (2)  Where  the  State  Government  is  of  opinion  that  any  ancient  and  historical  Power  of 
monument  not  included  in  section  3 and  not  declared  by  or  under  any  law  made  by  Q^n|oient 
Parliament  to  be  of  national  importance,  should  be  a protected  monument,  it  may,  by  to  deoiaro 
notification  m the  Official  Gazette,  give  two  months’  notice  of  its  intention  to  declare  ancient  and 
such  monument  to  be  a protected  monument ; and  a copy  of  every  such  notification 
shall  be  affixed  in  a conspicuous  place  near  the  monument.  * to  be  *

(2)  Any  person  interested  in  any  such  monument  may,  within  two  months  of  the 'monuments, 

issue  of  the  notification,  object  to  the  declaration  of  the  monument  to  be  a protected 
monument.  # . 

(3)  On  the  expiry  of  the  said  period  of  two  months,  the  State  Government  may, 
after  considering  the  objections  (if  any),  received  by  it,  declare  by  notification  in 
the  Official  Gazette  the  ancient  and  historical  monument  to  be  a protected 
monument. 

(4)  A notification  published  under  sub-section  (3)  shall,  unless  and  until  it  is  with- 
drawn by  the  State  Government,  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  ancient 
and  historical  monument  to  which  it  relates  is  a protected  monument  fqp  the  purposes 
of  this  Act. 


5.  (2)  The  Collector  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  State  Government,  purchase,  or  Acquisition 
take  a lease  of,  or  accept  a gift  or  bequest  of,  any  protected  monument.  * protected , 

(2)  Where  a protected  monument  is  without  an  owner,  the  Collector  may,  by  monument' 
notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  assume  the  guardianship  of  the  monument. 


(3)  The  owner  of  any  protected  monument  may,  by  written  instrument,  constitute 
the  Collector  the  guardian  of  the  monument,  and  the  Collector  may,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  State  Government,  accept  such  guardianship. 


(4)  When  the  Collector  has  accepted  the  guardianship  of  a monument  under 
sub  section  (3),  the  owner  shall,  except  as  expressly  provided  by  this  Act,  have  the 
same  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  in  or  to  the  monument,  as  if  the  Collector  had 
Hot  been  constituted  a guardian  thereof. 


(5)  When  the  Collector  has  accepted  the  guardianship  of  a monument  under 
sub-section  (3),  tbe  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  agreements  executed  under 
section  6 shall  apply  to  the  written  instrument  executed  under  the  said  sub-section. 

(61)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the  use  of  any  protected  monument  for 
customary  religious  observances.  • •

(e)  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the  State  Government  in  case  the  land  on  which 
the  monument  is  situated  or  any  adjoining  land  is  offered  for  sale  by  the  owner, 
and  the  right  to  be  reserved  to  the  State  Government  to  purchase  such  land, 
or  any  specified  portion  of  such  land,  at  its  market  value  ; 

(f)  the  payment  of  any  expenses  incurred  by  the  owner  or  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  monument : 

( g ) the*  proprietary  or  other  rights- which  are  to  vest  in  the  State  Government 
in  respect  of  the  monument  when  any  expenses  are  incurred  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  monument ; 

(A)  the  appointment  of  an  authority  to  decide  any  dispute  arising  out  of  the 
agreement ; and 

(i)  any  matter  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  the  monument  which  is 
a proper  subject  of  agreement  between  the  owner  and  the  State  Government.

(3)  The  State  Government  or  the  owner  may,  at  any  tin’"  «*frer  the  expiration 
of  three  years  from  the  date  of  execution  of  an  agreement  under  this  section,  termi- 
nate it  on  giving  six  months’  notice  in  writing  to  the  other  party: 

•Provided  that,  where  the  agxeement  is  terminated  by  the  owner,  he  shall  pay 
to  the  State  Government  the  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  it  on  the  maintenance 
of  the  monument  during  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  termination 
of  the  agreement  or,  if  the  agreement  has  been  in  force  for  a shorter  period,  dining 
the  period  the  agreement  was  in  force. 

(4)  An  agreement  under  this  section  shall  be  binding  on  any  person  claiming 
to  be  the  owner  of  the  monument  to  which  it  relates,  from,  through  or  under  a party 
by  whom  or  on  whose  behalf  the  agreement  was  executed. 


Qmwh  md«r  m<j'  jjjj  jf  the  owner  of  a protected  monument  is  unable,  by  reason  of  infancy 
or  sot  ip  or  other  disability,  to  act  for  himself,  the  person  legally  competent  to  act  on  his
